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2. Theſe papers the Earle 
of Infiquin was. pleaſed to 
ſend ynto me, and withall re- 
queſted me to returnean anſ- 
werto them, eſpeciallyrothe 
authorities alleadged therein 


ewe out of S. Gregory the 


great and S. Cyprian againſt 
our Catholick doarine. 

3. In compliance with my 
Lords requeſt I drew a short 
an{ver , wherein I sShewed 
frſt by the teſtimone of the 
 DoRours owne brethren that 
his vrging of S. Gregories re- 
fafing the title of vniuerſall 
Bishop is vety vaineandidle 
and grounded vypon wilfull 

blindnefle and * Hereticall 
obſtinacy 3 becauſeir is clee- 
rerthen the ſunne, and con= 
fefled by the greateſt ſchol- 
lers of Proteſtant ſyde, that 
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S, Gregory , notwithſtan- 
ding the foreſayd obieQion, 
did clayme and exercile the 
Primacy of authority and iu« 
riſdiion ouer all Churches 
in cauſes ſpiricuall and Ec- 
clefiafticall , and therefore 


- hetearmeth the ſee of Rome 


the Head of all Churches ;the 
mother Church ; the miſ- 
rreſſe of Nations, and auou- 
cheth them ro be peruerſe 
men that will not be ſubie& 
to her :and that S. Peter was 
by God appointed ouzr all 
the Church 8c. Theſe ac- 
knowledgments are made of 
$. Gregory by Bale, Bulin- 
ger, Mclanchrcon , the Cen- 
turiſts and other yroteſtant 
writers againſt D. Cozens 
and hisold worne-out obiec- 
rion , which hath beenc ſo 
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many tymes already anſve- 
redand refuted nor only. by 
our Catholick Diuines but 
cuen by vroteſtants. In ſo 
much rthac Andreas Friccius, 
a Proteſtant , whom veter 
Martyr ſtyleth an excellent 
learned man,wriceth thas in 

confutation of this foolish 
hel vn obiettion,ſaying: Some there 
cap. 1. be &c. that obie@ the autho-

the xrecurſor of Anti-Chriſt: 

but the reaſon of Gregory is 

to be Kknowne ,andit may be 

gathered from his - words 
Mp Which he repeatcath in ma- 
# ny Epiſtles, that the ritle of 
yniuerfall Bishop is contrary 
to; and doth gainſay , the 
grace which is commonly 


| poured ypon all Bishops. He 
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therefore that calleth him- 
ſelfethe only Bishop , takerh 
the Bishop like: pover from 
re reſt, Wherefore this title 
he would haue to be reieted. 
8c. Bur it is neuertheleſle 
cuident by other places ,that 
Gregory tYaught that the charge 
and Principality of the n hole 
Church was committed to peter. 
And yet for this cauſe Gre- 
gory thought nor that Peter 
was the forerunner of Anti- 
Chriſt, Thus. Friccius. So 
euident it is by the Confel-. 
fion of this Proteſtant that S. 
Gregory: hilmſelfe claymed 
and defended the yrimacy of 
the Roman Bishop&Church 
ouer all other Bishops and. 
Churches whatſocuer. And 
yer D.Cozens © ill be ſtillvr- 
gingagainſt ys this obieQtion

4. Having $sheved that his 
argument drawne from the 
authority of s. Gregory was 
of no credit euen With the 
tearnedſt of his owne ſchoole 
T went on declaring how the 
miniſter abuſed'S. Cyprian 
by diſtointing , clipping , and 
confounding S. Cyprians 
ſayings thatfo he might ob-

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ſcure his meaning whichare 
the ordinary shifts of Pro- 


teſtant miniſters and are 


moſt ynexcuſable in D. Co- 
zens, becauſe he wilfully per- 
ſeuersinir, notwithſtandin 

the notice which was lately 
taken thereof in the very 
ſelfe ſame controuergy by 
that learned Divine Mr. 
Thomas Carre in« his occa- 
fionall diſcourſes, andin like 
occaſion - by D. Thomas 
Vane in his vindication of 
the Councel- of Latrerars; 


both of them laying open his 


foul peruerting and corrup- 


ting of the fathers and the 


Councel to his eternall sha- 
me and confuſion : for it can- 
nor but appeare to cuery in- 
different man that the-nfini- 


| ſteris not ſomucha lover of

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truth ;as he would faine ap- 
peare to his followers , but 
rather to be accounted of 
the number of thoſe who lo- 
ue darkenefſe more then 
light falchood more then 
cruth. 

5- Theſe hereticall flights 
being diſcouered,in the Mi- 
niſter I shewed how the pla- 
ces of S.Gyprian being faith- 


fully cited make moſt cleerly 
for our Catholick do&rine, 


ſcing it iscleer that he belee- 
ued and taught that the Ro- 
man Church was by diuine 
inſticucion the Principall and 
chief Church ; that she had 
the prerogatiue of being the 
mother Church of all other 
Churches; that the Primacy 
or head-goucrningauthority 


vas by Chriſt giuen to S, Pe-

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'rer , and his ſucceſſor ; and 
that his Chaire, that is, the 
ſee of Rome , -is the foun- 
taine and head-ſpring from 
whence do flow all the ſtre- 
mes of .pure and infallible 
 doQtrine ; is the ſunne from 
whenceall the ſtarres of the 
firmament,that is, all parti- 
cular Churches ,recciue the 
lighr of verity ; isthe Origen 
and Center of vnity,, from, 
whence do iſſue all the Lines 
of rower and iuriſdiftion 
which goe to the whole cir- 
cumference of the Eccleaſti- 
call Hierarchy. | 

6, Hauing returned this 
anſwer to my Lord of Inſi- 
quin ; his Lady with in few 
daycs after ſent me another. 
paper of her owne hand 
vriting wherein She bad col- 
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lefted our of ſome bookes of 

her owne ſome ſayings of S. 
Auſtin which she conceiued 
ro make very cleerely againſt 
our Catholik doQrine of the 
Reall preſence of Chriſt in 
the Euchariſt, telling me wi- 
thall that she had showne 
themto my Lord , andthar 
he had fayd that he could nor 
vell rell how they were to be 
vnderſtood , but that he did 
not doubr but that I could 
giue a fatisfaftory anſwer to 
them : which therefore she 
defiredofme, and with what 


-. ſpeedI could. 


27. Heereupon form y ladyes 
fatisfation I drew the fol. 
lowing anſwer : wherein [1 
firſt deliver ſome generall 
Rules to be obſerued for the 
right ynderſtanding of S. 
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Auſtine or any other of the 
ancient fathers in the matter 
of the H. Euchariſt. Then 
applying the ſayd Rules re(- 
peCtiuely ro the places obiec- 
red out of S. Auftine I shew 
how they make nothing at 
all againſt our Catholick 
doCtrine. T his done, I proue 
by cleere places of S. Auſtin 
that his beleef was the ſame 
with ours concerning the 
reall preſence. And laſtly in 
further confirmation of our 
doQrine I adde theaggreing 
conſent ofall Orthodox An- 
| riquity delivered by the fa- 
thers of cucry age from the 
| dayes of S.Gregory the great 
| vp to the Apoſtles, all of 
| them expounding the Scrip- 
i Turesin fauonrot our doQrime- 
and profeffing themſelues to 
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belecucir ; ;"and bearing wit- 
neſſe that it was intheir ty=- 
mes the beleef of all Orcho- 
dox Chriſtians & Churches 
which they. taught and go- 
uerned. From all v hich I in- 
* ferred and concluded againſt 
the authors of thoſe bookes 
and all Proteſtant Miniſters 
that pretend to Orthodox 
Antiquity for warrant of 
their doarine, that they be 
moſt foul impoſtours , and 

wilfull deceauers and there= 
- fore of no credit nor to be be= 
teeued nor truſted in, mattess 
of religion | 

8. This ſwer produced, I 
know Bs ow , a mecting 
with D. Cotens , and this 
mectinga. verbal contention 
about the ſenſe of Antiquity 
concerning the reall preſen» 
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ce of Chriſtin the Euchariſt. 
For vpon my coming to che 

Palais Royall to preſent this 

Anſwer tomy Lady , I was 

by and by after condu@ed by 

my Lord from his owne lod- 
o1nsto D. Cozens his Cham- 
ber where I met my Lady 
Vith another proteſtit Genit- 
leman. Afcer the common 
ſalutes of Ciullity , occaſion 
being gluen me ,I cold him 
the cauſe of my comming 
then to the Palais Royal was 
to bring my Lady an Anfſver 
which ſome three or foure 
dayesaforeshe had deſired of 
me to ſome authoriries of S. 

Auſtin which 8c. The Do&or 
replyed , he knew not what 
She had done , and that what« 
ſoeuer it was, She had done it 
of her ſelfe &c. 
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After ſome few words had 
paſſed between'vs about that 
ſ\ubie& , I began with both 


their leaues to read my paper« 


But I had ſcarce ended the 
firſt F. but the miniſter inter= 
rupted me ſaying : my lady

Gaydentius*was a 
famous Bishopof the primi- 
tive tymes , fuer ſtayned 
with any errour in faith, no- 
tedby any[ancient or moder- 
ne vriter. He was {o eminent 
bothfor his leatning & for his 
yerrues, that, though he were 
ynder yeares, he was by the 
perwalion chiefly of S. Am» 
broſe choſen to ſucced S. phi- 
laſtrius in rhe. Bishop rick of 
Frixia: and b{ing then farce 
abſent in a pilgrimage in the 
Eaſt, and hearing of his elcc- 
tion , he gauea rare example 
of many admirable veatues 
notto be found among Pro- 
reſtant. Miniſters. For hela- 
boured all that.-he could ro 
decline that dignity , and for 
that end ſtayd there in the 
Eft ,till by the threates of an 


E lij 
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excommunication he was 
conſtrayned to returnchome 
and yndergoe that burden. 
The DotQour therefore rc- 
maines conuitted of great 
Ignorance, and of great tc- 
merity, and of being greatly 
iniurioustothis ancient holy 
father, and remaines obliged 
vnder paine of damnationto 
make him reſtitution , and 
cleer him fromeh e foule

F. ta« 
king there out of the Qoun- 
of Trent the doQrine of 
Tranſubſtanti ation,and then 
comparing that do&rine vith 
the teſtimonies of the fathers 
of eucty age vhome I haue 
cited as interpreters of the 
Scripture , as DoQors and 
Teachers of the Church, and 
4s witneſſes of the common 
beleefofthe Chriſtian world 
in their tymes , all of them 
delivering in as expreſſe ter-

I F in replying to what is 
heere alleadged out of the 
fathers in proof of the anti» 
quity of our doftrine , he will 
Shew himſelfe a Noattour and 
ſpeake to the purpoſe ; and 
no:a Deccluer viing hereti» 
call flights and fallacies ro 
deceaue the ignoraat ; let 
him firſt refle&t on rhe ſtate 
of the queſtzon which is heere 
berween vs and P:otelta nts; 
and ler all he ſayes dir. A'y 


tend to confute and diſproue 


that which we mainraine to 
be ancient and Orthodoxall 
againſt him &all other ieQa« 
ries do that oppole ys. 
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The Queſtion is ina matter 
of fat, to wit ,v heter the an- 
cient fathers (the Paſtors and 
Doors of Gods Church , ) 
did not belecue and reach the 
ſame dofrineof Tranſubſtan 
tiation, which the now Ro« 
man Catholick Church doth 
belecue & teach; thac is ,whe- 
ther they did not beleeue & 
teach that in the Sacrament 
of the Euchariſt there is by 
Conſecration made a con- 
uerſion of the ſubſtance of 
the bread and wine into the 
body and bloud ofour Lord,

which is the Doftrine of

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T his being the queſtion 
controuerted between ys and 
the Noucliſts of theſe tymes; 
ve maintaine the affirmatiue, 
and auouch that the ancient 
holy fathers of all ages did 
withone accord beleeue and 


reach in this point , what the 


now Roman Church doth 
belecue and teach ; and in 
proof thereof we haueallead- 
ped the teſtimonies which 
they giue botk of their owne 
faith and of the faith of the 
whole Chriſtian world in 
their tymes ; and that ſo ful- 
ly,andinas cleer and as ex« 
preſſe words, as the Councel 
of Trent it ſelfe doth deliuer 
the ſame; in words, which ta- 
kenin cheir proper and litte» 
ral ſenſe , doe formally 
ayvouch a Converſion and

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Change of the ſubſtance of 
the bread and wine into the 
body and bloud of our Lord; 
in words, v hich cannot wit-

refore the Dodtour , if he 
vill ſay any thing atalltothe 
purpoſe in oppolicion to vs, 
muſt either bring a greater 
authority as plainely and as 
expreſly denying and con» 
tradifting what the aboue- 
cited fathers do afhrme and 


| teach, ( which he will neuer 


be able ro.do, ſeing there 
can be no greater authority 
on earth then the ynanimous 
conſent of the fathers , and 
the reſtimony of the whole 
Catholick and yaiuer(all 


> — 
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Church; ) or els he muſt pro- 
ue the fore alleadged reſti» 
monies not tobe the ſayings 
of thoſe fathers vnto whom 
they are aſcribed : which will 
be ashard for him to doe as 
the former : for he may as 
well deny that there were 
eucrany ſuch men as thoſe 


fathers , as deny the cited 


bookes and authorities robe 
theirs. 

One of theſe two things 
the Door muſk neceſlarly 
performe ro weaken our aſ- 
{ertion which maintaines the 
dofrine of Tranſubſtantia- 
tion to haue beene belecued 
and taught by the ancient 
OrchodoxFfathers of all ages. 
For what wiſe man will not 
diſpiſe and contemne as the 


foolish andidle conceipts of | 
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Hereticks, the faigned glo(- 
ſes, the ſenſelefle expoſitions 
the violent and ſtrayned con, 
ſtruQions ſo maniteſtly con- 
trary to the proper and litte- 
ral (enſe of the words and to 
the plaine meaning of the fa- 
thers, v hich Proteſtant mi- 
niſters do frequently make 
of their ſayings when 
they are vrged againſt them 
as making cleerly on our ſy- 
des in their plaine and licte- 
rall (cnie< 

As Ve haue cleerly ſtated 
our doctrine of faith concer- 
ning Tranſubſtantiation (as 
it is propoſed by the Coun- 
ccl of Trent to all Chriſtiars 
to be belecued 3Jand as we 
haue demonſtrated it by the 
full reſtimony of Orthodox 


Antiquity ro haue cuer beene 
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belceued and taught by the 


Paſtors and Doors of the 


Church whodid, all, vnder- 
Rand and expound in our Ca- 
tholick ſenſe our Sauiour 
promiſe Io. 6. and the words 
of Inſtitution. So the Doc- 
tortocleere himſelfe aud his 
Proteſtir congregation from 
the nore of innouation and 


damnable hereſy ; muft firſt 


ſetdowne his dofrine cleerly 


not obſcurely ; particularly, 
not confuſedly;in ſucha man- 
ner as all may know what 
they are to beleeue in particu 
lac concerning our Sauiours 
being really preſent or not 
preſent in the Euchariſt. 
Secondly hauing cleerly 
particularized his do@rine, 
he mult produce cleerec teſti- 
monies of the Orthodox fa 
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thers of cuery age from Lu- 
ther vp t6the apoſtles, which 
do formally auouch the ſayd 
Proteſtant doQtrine , taking 
the words 14m% To pyroy accor- 
ding to their proper and na- 
rurall fignification , in the 
ſenſe which they do offer im= 
mediatly. Thirdly he muſt 
produce cleere Scripture,that 
is, Scripture which , taking 
the words in their plaine and 
licreral ſenſe, doth eſtablish 
that dotrine; Scripture that 
is cleerly ſo expounded by 
the fathers of euery age vpto 
the Apoſiles; Scripture,and 
that chiefly of che Inſtitution , 
which doth afirme ir formal - 
ly ,and was alwayes ſo yn» 
derſtood by the fathers, 

This we hauedone in con- 
firmation of our Catholick 
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dofqrine: and this the Doc- 
tour muſt do for the eſtablish 
mentofhis opinion, Other- 
viſchewill neuer proue his 
doarine to be ancient and 
Orthodoxall nor $het him- 
{clfea (choller , nor a louer 
of truth , nor free himſclfe 
from the note of hereſy, 
Bur this task he will neuer 
be able co performe ſolidly 
and truly, &fo as any man 
thar is burmcanly conuerſant 
in the fathers, may reſt (at.s- 
fyed, and therefore he » ill 
eucr remaine guilty of the 
greuous finne ot ſchiſme t.1l 
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ofthe Roman Church out of 
vhich no man is ſaucd.
